the stove had gone out because of low 
pressure and the light jet blown, out 
by the heavy wind. 


Mr. Shumate, whose home is said to 


be in Connellsville, was married last 
Thursday in Uniontown to Miss Edna 
llcCrea of 
Uniontown. 
Following 


their marriage they left on a short 
honeymoon trip, going to Dennison, O., 
so as Shumate could go to work on the 
Panhandle railroad. 
The absence of 


the couple from the diningronm of the 
hotel all day Sunday and yesterday 
morning aroused the suspicions of the 
hotel attaches 
On investigation Mr. 


and Mrs. Shumate were found to have 
been oveicoitic by gas. Physicians as- 
sert that the couple had been dead 
since Sunday night. 


A. H. Shumate "was formerly em- 


ployed by the Baltimore & Ohio rail- 
road here as a bralceman, leaving the 
service of the company about a month 
ago.

several days in succession. 
Those 


having no coal storage capacity, and 
without cars, neither mined nor load- 
ed a car of coal. A feature of the 
situation was the almost entire ab- 
sence of motive power 
and 
empty 


cars, while loaded cars filled the sid- 
ings in all parts ot the region. The 
tienp in the east, which prevents both 
the Baltimore & Ohio and the Western 
Maryland from getting rid of their ac- 
cumulated loads, is largely 
respon- 


sible for the conditions which exist 
in the Fairmont district, as well as the 
ConnellsviHe region and intermediate 
points which depend upon these two 
roads to carry their output to the 
eastern markets. 


The fact that work on the Fayette 


yards has been 
undertaken 
again, 


after 
several 
months' 
suspension, 


gives promise to the West 
Virginia 


producers that the completion ot these 
yards wni make it much easier 
to 


handle the coal traffic of the Fair- 
mont division of the Baltimore & Ohio. 
This has been more than doubled since 
the arrangement was made with the 
Western Maryland to carry coal from 
the latter's branches up Helen's Run 
and Bingaroon Creek near Fairmont 
to the Fayette station yards, 
. Among^-railroad men .the Impression 
prijvaUs'that the arrangement between 
the Baltimore & Ohio and the West- 
ern ^fa^yland, whereby the latter pro- 
vides trains and crews to handle this 
coal, will probably be continued under 
Director General McAdoo, and may be ',

valley. The Fayette yards at present 
provide IHUc more than facilities for 
the transfer or this coal from the Bal- 
timore & Ohio to the Western Mary- 
land, which takes it east.

At a special meeting of the Con- 


nellsville school board held yesterday 
afternoon the old Fourth ward school, 
vacated when tie Crawford school on 
the West Side was completed, was sold 
to the Connellsvillo Machine & Mine 
Car Supply Company. The considera- 
tion was 55,000. The building will be 
used as offices by the manufacturing 
company. 
There was no other bid- 


ders. 


The structure is adjacent to the 


plant of the manufacturing company 
and the location makes it valuable for 
offices. It will never be needed again 
for school purposes. 
The Greenwood 


building will no1, be sold but will be 
held in reserve Cor use in case the 
West Side grows to such an extent that 
the present school is crowded. 


There are four large rooms in the 


Greenwood school all, idle. 
One 


reason for sending all the pupils to 
the Crawford school is conservation of 
fuel. There is plenty of room in the 
new building and it is necessary to fire 
only one furnace. 
As soon as the 


Crawford school is so congested that 
it will be necessary to open one room 
in Greenwood all pupils in that sec- 
tion will go there, relieving the Craw- 
Cord school of many children. 


The Fourth street school is almost 


considered a land mark on the West 
Side. It was built in the early nine- 
ties wi>en the small one-story build- 
ing formerly located on Third street 
overflowed. 
All New Haven students 


went there and many thousands o; 
persons can recall their experiences 
in that school during their youth.

of land without Arst .testing tlieir 
capabilities as future settlers. To dump 
a returned soldier down on the soil 
with a few acres and a few cows and 
nsk him to go ahead as best he could 
would be to invite disaster, first tor 
him and then for the state. 
We, 


therefore, have 'established soldier 
training farms, discharged men being 
eligible to accept free tuition at such 
'farms. 
| 


"The training period lasts from four 


to six months. During that time, thj 
men arc paid the samo wages as t'jey 
received when i'n military camp, name- 
ly a J1.50 a day for seven days a 
week, with double rations for a mar- 
ried man. single rations for single 
man and quarters. Comfortable bunk 
houses are established for Die single 
men, while-the married men and their 
families occupy separate huts. School 
pro-vision and all other essentials are 
also made available. 
During their 


training period the men arc instructed 
in irrigation, dry-farming, stock-rais- 
ing and horticulture, the best experts 
of 1he state agricultural departments 
being made available to them. At the 
end of the training period, the men 
are allotted blocks of land cHher in 
irrigation areas or in general farming 
areas, varying from 20 acres up to 500 
acres according to the nature of the. 
soli. The irrigation blocks are pro- 
vided with irrigation ditches and 
fences and planted to a certain ex- 
tent with fruit trees and alfalfa, while 
a house is also established and eight 
cows are given to each man. 


"All this is in the: way of advance, 


the maximum being. ?2,500, repayable 
in installments at low-rates, of inter- 
est, the -period- of payment, extend- 
ing over to 42 years. A numl^r of 
soldier-settlers are beiag established 
on these terms 
and

"The case of men who desire to 


set up in business is met by a special 
reparation board which investigates 
each man's ciaim and is authorized 
.to make advances as it thinks fit. Out 
of funds provided by private subscrip- 
tion, each married soldier is -entitled 
•to $125 worth 'of furniture as a gift. 


"The financial problem involved by 


the reparation scheme has been care- 
fully considered by conferences of 
state and federal premiers. It is not 
free from great difficulties but Aus- 
tralia by this means is carrying into 
effect Mr. Roosevelt's suggestion 'to 
fill up our waste spaces,' thereby in-
